William  Osgood  was  the  third  great  grand  son  of  John 
Osgood  of  Andover,  Essex  Co.,  Mass.,  who  with  his 
brothers  Christopher  and  William  arrived  in  New  England 
undoubtedly  in  1638,  sojourned  at  Ipswich  but  shortly  after 
chose  iMewbjry  as  the  place  of  his  residence.  He  settled  in 
Andover  about  1645.  Was  born  in  the  parish  of  Wher- 
well,  Hampshire,  England,  23rd  July,  1595.  Died  in  And- 
over, 24th  October,  1651.

William  Osgood  of  Charleston,  N.  H.,  born 
in  Lancaster,  Mass.,  1759;  died  1839;  married  Mary  Crack- 
bone,  who  died  before  her  husband.  William  Osgood  is 
said  to  have  been  a  shoe  maker  in  Sudbury,  Mass.,  but  hav- 
ing bought  land  in  Canada,  started  with  his  family  for  the 
purpose  of  occupying  it.  He  rcriched  North  Charleston,  N. 
H.,  m  mid-wmter,  and,  becommg  snow  bound  took  uo  his 
residence  with  Hubbard  Glidden.      He  finally  bought  a  farm 


in  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  and  permanently  settled. 
He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  Capt.  William 
Greenleaf's  Co.  of  Josiah  Whitney's  Regiment,  m  service 
from  22nd  Aug.  1777  to  2nd  Aug.  1778.  He  marched 
to  Lexington  upon  the  alarm  19th  April,  1773,  also  to  Ben- 
nington October  7th,  1776.  His  father,  John,  was  colonel 
of  Essex  regiment,  1 767  and  his  brother,  John  Jr.,  was 
colonel  in  1 769.  Both  served  in  the  French  and  Indian 
Wars.
